To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
East  Kesteven  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1950.  The  report  will  show  that  most  of  the  statistics  compare 
very  favourably  with  the  rest  of  the  country  as  a whole  but  we 
were  unfortunate  in  suffering  a quite  severe  epidemic  of  Acute 
Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis)  which  commenced  in  the  village 
of  Digby  early  in  July,  1950. 

Within  the  next  few  weeks  fresh  cases  occurred  at  an  alarming 
rate  and  altogether  a total  of  61  cases  with  10  deaths  were  notified 
in  the  area  and  there  must  have  been  a great  many  more  so  called 
abortive  cases  in  which  the  patient  has  all  the  symptoms  of  the 
disease  but  develops  no  paralytic  signs.  The  majority  of  the  cases 
occurred  in  the  Digby — Rowston — Ruskington  area  and  in  nearly 
all  the  cases  the  possible  spread  of  infection  could  be  traced.  This 
is  quite  contrary  to  the  usual  state  of  affairs  when  cases  of  Acute 
Poliomyelitis  are  arising,  as  usually  it  is  impossible  to  connect  any 
of  the  cases  and  indeed  towards  the  end  of  the  epidemic  it  did 
revert  more  to  this  picture. 

Most  of  the  other  cases  occurred  in  the  Brauncewell — Cranwell 
area,  but  they  could  not  definitely  be  linked  with  those  occurring 
in  the  Digby  area. 

When  it  became  evident  that  we  were  having  more  than  the 
usual  seasonal  cases  the  Ministry  of  Health  were  approached  and 
I would  like  to  record  here  m}^  own,  and  I am  sure  also  this 
Council’s  appreciation  of  the  really  wonderful  help  and  advice 
we  immediately  received  and  kept  on  receiving  until  the  danger 
had  passed. 

Every  opportunity  was  taken  to  study  the  epidemic  and 
improve  our  somewhat  meagre  knowledge  of  this  infection.  A 
great  deal  of  investigation  went  on,  aljout  which  many  members 
of  the  Council  were  probably  unaware,  and  I am  pleased  to  say 
that  a considerable  amount  of  valuable  information  concerning 
the  infection  was  obtained.  1 feel  there  may  be  some  solace  here 
for  a small  community  which  suffered  severely. 
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I am  sure  we  would  also  wish  to  extend  our  thanks  and 
appreciation  to  all  the  Medical  Practitioners,  District  Nurses  and 
other  helpers  who,  at  great  risk  to  themselves,  worked  unceasingly 
.to  control  the  epidemic. 

I am  sure  the  Council  will  be  pleased  to  hear  that  all  investiga- 
tions failed  to  reveal  any  evidence  that  the  water  supplies, 
sanitation,  hygiene  etc.  for  which  this  Council  is  responsible,  were 
in  any  way  connected  with  the  outbreak  or  spread  of  the  disease 
and  I feel  that  members  should  do  all  they  can  to  allay  any  fears 
which  may  exist  in  the  communities  for  which,  they  are  responsible 
concerning  these  services. 

Certain  precautions  can  be  taken  by  the  public  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  cases  in  the  future,  and  these  precautions  will  be 
repeated  in  the  local  press  from  time  to  time. 

The  remaining  health  statistics  are  naturally  overshadowed  by 
this  epidemic  and  fh,ey  do  not  call  for  special  comment. 

Housing  still  remains  an  urgent  problem  and  the  Council 
has  pressed  on  with  the  erection  of  new  houses.  The  rising  cost 
of  these  new  houses  is  now  becoming  a factor  of  major  importance 
and  if  it  proceeds  at  its  present  rate  may  seriously  affect  the  whole 
housing  problem. 

The  Medical  Services  have  functioned  smoothly,  although  at 
times  have  been  working  under  great  strain  for  long  periods. 

I wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  work  of  your  Public 
Health  Staff  who  have  at  all  times  been  very  helpful,  the  Clerk  of 
the  Council  and  other  officials,  and  thank  members  of  the  Council 
for  their  help  and  encouragement  in  my  efforts.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  work  and  activities  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Department 
for  the  year  1950. 

The  work  of  the  department  continues  to  increase,  and  as  in 
the  case  of  the  National  Health  Service,  the  public  are  making 
more  use  of  the  services  provided. 

During  the  time  of  the  unfortunate  polio  epidemic,  many 
complaints  were  received,  some  of  which  were  trivial,  but  on 
psychological  grounds  all  had  to  be  investigated.  It  was,  how- 
ever, pleasing  to  note  that  the  sanitary  services  for  which  this 
council  are  responsible  were  in  no  way  connected  with  the  out- 
break. 

The  provision  of  new  housing  accommodation,  piped  water 
supplies  and  modern  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  are 
matters  which  are  constantly  receiving  your  attention,  but  it  is 
to  be  regretted  that  progress  in  these  directions  is  necessarily  slow. 

The  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  rural  area  continues 
to  deteriorate,  and  owing  to  the  low  rentals  and  the  tremendous 
increase  in  housing  maintenance  costs  it  is  obviously  uneconomical 
for  many  owners  of  houses  to  keep  them  in  repair.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  a review  of  the  Rent  Restriction  Acts  is  long  overdue. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  with,  gratitude  that  I record  my  apprecia- 
tion of  the  loyalty  of  the  public  health  staff  and  of  the  workmen 
engaged  in  the  cleansing  department.  To  the  Clerk  of  the  Council 
and  his  deputy,  I am  particularjy  indebted  for  their  advice  and 
assistance  so  freely  given,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  record  the  pleasant 
relations  which  exist  between  the  officials  of  all  departments  and 
members  of  the  Council,  a fact  which  makes  one’s  task  less  arduous.

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  inefficient  methods  of  sewage  purification  and  the  inade- 
quate sewerage  of  the  district  continues  to  give  rise  to  serious 
complaints,  and  this  was  particularly  noticeable  during  the  summer 
months  when  numerous  complaints  were  received  from  house- 
holders. 

The  Council  are  well  aware  of  these  unsatisfactory  conditions 
and  although,  approval  in  principle  was  received  during  1949  in 
respect  of  schemes  for  the  re -sewering  of  the  villages  of  Rusk- 
ington,  Billinghay,  Cranwell,  Heckington  and  Great  Hale,  further 
progress  was  unavoidably  slow,  but  cannot  be  attributed  to  the 
Council  or  its  officers.  In  the  case  of  the  Cranwell  scheme,  it  was 
envisaged  that  a start  would  be  made  earlv  in  1951.  The  pro- 
vision of  piped  water  supplies  should  not  be  divorced  from  the 
construction  of  adequate  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  plants, 
since  it  is  absolutely  essential  that  these  services  should  progress 
together. 

During  the  year,  the  Council  considered  the  report  of  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  ‘‘The  Protection  of  Under- 
ground Water  Supplies  from  Pollution  by  Sewage  Effluents,”  when 
it  was  unanimously  decided  to  approve  in  principle  the  recom- 
mendations set  out  in  that  report  regarding  the  establishment  of 
a policy  for  the  future  control  of  the  lime -stone  regions. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

Some  little  further  progress  was  made  in  the  conversion  of 
vault -type  closets  to  water  carriage  during  the  year,  but  the 
majority  of  persons  carrying  out  these  conversions  were  owner - 
occupiers  and  owners  of  licensed  premises. 

It  is,  unfortunately,  not  possible  at  the  present  time  to  put 
into  effect  privy  conversion  work  on  a large  scale  owing  to  the 
inadequate  nature  or  absence  of  sewerage  works,  but,  as  these 
schemes  materialise  the  Council  should  seriously  consider  the 
replacement  of  insanitary  earthclosets,  etc.,  by  waterclosets  at  the 
joint  expense  of  the  owner  and  of  the  local  authority. 

Consideration  was  given  by  the  Council  to  the  difficulties  of 
finding  labour  to  empty  vault  closets  and  further  remarks  relating 
to  this  problem  will  be  found  under  the  heading  “public  cleansing.” 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  household  refuse  in  the  Area 
has  continued  to  function  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year, 
despite  difficulties  arising  through  illness  and  holidays  of  staff, 
and  of  employing  suitable  labour  as  replacements.  The  frequency 
of  collection  appears  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  district;  the  larger 
parishes,  Ruskington,  Billinghay  and  Heckington  being  serviced 
weekly,  and  the  remainder  of  the  District  fortnightly.  Few  com- 
plaints were  received  during  the  year  and  the  present  “kerbside’" 
collection  of  refuse  continues  to  provide  a welcome  service  to  the 
majority.  On  the  other  hand  complaints  are  received  from  time 
to  time  regarding  this  system  and  the  complainants  consider  that 
their  bins  should  be  carried  to  and  from  the  refuse  vehicle.  Al- 
though desirable,  it  is  obvious  that  in  a large  rural  area  such  as 
this,  the  excessive  number  of  cases  where  long  carries  would  be 
neccessary  together  with  the  additional  labour  and  vehicles  that 
would  be  required  to  operate  such  a “carry  out”  system  of  refuse 
collection,  a heavy  financial  burden  would  be  imposed  upon  the 
ratepayers.  The  Council,  therefore,  considered  that  the  “kerb- 
side”  system  should  continue  to  operate,  but  in  the  case  of  those 
persons  not  physically  capable  of  carrying  out  their  own  bins, 
the  workmen  would  do  so  on  request. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  controlled  tipping  at 
tips  situate  at  Ruskington,  Billinghay,  Martin,  South  Rauceby, 
Cranwell  and  Aswarby.  Over  3,000  tons  of  refuse  was  disposed 
of  by  this  method  during  the  year  and  your  workmen  are  to  be 
congratulated  on  the  manner  in  which  this  work  is  carried  out, 
despite  the  difficulties  of  obtaining  covering  material  for  these  tips. 
The  indiscriminate  tipping  of  refuse  by  persons  unknown  has  been 
the  cause  of  serious  trouble,  not  only  on  refuse  tips  under  the 
Council’s  control,  but  in  roadside  ditches  etc.  The  posting  of 
notice  boards  prohibiting  this  objectionable  practice  has  had  little 
effect  and  the  only  deterrent  will  be  to  prosecute  any  future 
offenders  who  can  be  incriminated;  a difficult  task  and  one  neces- 
sitating police  co-operation.  All  the  Council  controlled  tips  in  the 
area  were  sprayed  at  frequent  intervals  with  a tip  dressing  con- 
taining-D.D.T.  and  no  serious  infestations  were  observed.  The 
Rodent  Operator  visited  all  tips  at  intervals  and  carried  out  any 
necessary  treatments. 

The  vehicles  engaged  on  this  work  are  one  “Scammell” 
mechanical  horse,  which  does  not  commend  itself  for  work  in  large 
rural  areas,  being  both  slow  and  difficult  to  manipulate  on  the 
tips  in  use,  and  2 “Bedford”  lorries,  one  of  which  is  fitted  with 
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semi-circular  sliding  metal  covers  and  the  other  with  a canvas 
canop3\  The  "Scammell”  has  served  its  purpose  and  being  now 
more  or  less  worn  out  is  likely  to  be  expensive  to  maintain  in  a 
road  worthy  condition.  The  high  loading  lines  and  limited 
capacity  of  the  “Bedford”  lorries  increasing  loading  time  due  to 
increased  fatigue  on  the  part  of  the  men,  and  necessitating  increased 
journeys  to  the  tips,  together  with  the  inadequate  accommodation 
for  the  staff  to  be  carried,  resuhs  in  making  them  unsuitable  for 
this  work  and  it  is  recommended  that  the  Council  purchase  two 
10  cubic  yard,  double  cab,  low  loading  refuse  freighters  and  that 
the  “Scammell”  and  one  “Bedford”  be  offered  for  sale;  the  other 
“Bedford”  to  be  operated  for  water  carting  and  general  salvage 
work. 

The  staff  engaged  on  this  service  was  as  follows: — 

1 Foreman  Driver,  2 Driver  Loaders  and  four  collectors.  One 
man  is  engaged  baling  paper  at  the  salvage  depot  and  the  amounts 
of  salvage  collected  and  disposed  of  during  the  year  was  as  follows: 

Mixed  waste  paper  £441  11s.  9d. 

(74  tons  14  cwts.  2 qrs.) 

Other  salvage  materials  (Rags,  Sacking 
Metals)  ...  ...  £ 13  Is.  6d.

Waste  paper  prices  were  low  until  towards  the  end  of  the 
year  when  guaranteed  prices  were  offered  by  the  Paper  Mills. 
Your  Cleansing  Department  were  fortunate  in  having  a contract 
with  the  Paper  Mills,  since  many  authorities  had  difficulty  during 
the  early  part  of  the  year  in  disposing  of  their  salvaged  paper. 

Consideration  was  given  by  the  Council  to  the  difficulties  in 
finding  labour  to  carry  out  the  cleansing  of  cesspools,  septic  tanks 
and  vault  closets,  and  to  the  necessarily  offensive  proceedings  when 
such  work  was  carried  out.  It  was  resolved  that  an  800  gallon 
Karrier- Yorkshire  cesspool  emptying  vehicle  be  purchased  to  carry 
out  this  work. 

The  facilities  for  the  garaging,  maintenance  and  cleansing  of 
the  vehicles  are  far  from  satisfactory  and  it  is  essential  for  the 
efficient  running  of  the  service  and  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
vehicles  that  a well  equipped  central  depot  be  provided. 
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RODENT  CONTROL. 


With  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage 
by  Pests  Act,  1949,  the  Council's  powers  and  duties  were  consider- 
ably increased  in  this  direction.  In  order  to  avoid  the  appointment 
of  several  additional  rodent  operators  and  any  necessary  clerical 
assistance,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Kesteven  is  primarily  an 
agricultural  district,  and  the  rural  areas  comprising  the  County 
consists  of  large  areas  of  agricultural  land,  it  was  decided  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Local  Authority  representatives  and  representatives 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  and  of  the  Agricul- 
tural Executive  Committee,  that  the  existing  arrangements  with 
regard  to  Rodent  Control  be  adhered  to  with  certain  modifications; 
a decision  with  which  the  Council  approved.  Arrangements  were 
made  with  the  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  to  notify  the 
local  authority,  one  week  in  advance,  as  to  the  localities  in  which 
the  Committee's  operators  were  employed  in  order  that  any  joint 
action  that  may  be  necessary  might  be  carried  out.  It  was  agreed 
that  Rodent  Control  on  agricultural  lands  would  be  carried  out  by 
the  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  on  behalf  of  the  Council, 
and  that  they  would  continue  in  their  endeavours  to  obtain  con- 
tracts with  occupiers  of  agricultural  land,  the  Agricultural  Execu- 
tive Committee  naturally  being  responsible  for  the  collection  of  any 
charges  in  respect  of  work  carried  out  by  them.  Any  refusal  to 
allow  the  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  to  carry  out  this 
work  would  be  reported  to  the  Local  Authority  in  order  that  they 
may  take  any  necessary  action.  It  was  also  agreed  that  the  Coun- 
cil's operator  should  treat  domestic  premises  free  of  cost  but  that 
other  business  premises  be  subject  to  a charge.  The  co-operation 
of  the  Agrciultural  Executive  Committee  has  been  maintained 
during  the  year.  The  lack  of  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  public 
in  carrying  out  their  legal  obligation  of  notif3dng  infestations  to 
the  department  is  noticeable;  possibly  due  to  ignorance  of  th,e 
requirements  of  the  Act,  despite  the  publicity  given  to  it  nationally 
and  locally.  Some  improvement  may  arise  as  a result  of  increased 
publicity,  failing  which  statutor}^  action  will  require  to  be  taken. 

During  the  year  your  Rodent  Operator,  Mr.  W.  R.  Gill,  has 
efficiently  carried  out  his  duties  and  regular  attention  was  given 
to  all  Council  property,  tips,  etc.

FACTORIES  ACTS,  1937  AND  1948. 

16  defects  were  found  in  factories  in  this  area,  one  being 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  department  by  H.M.  Inspector  of 
Factories,  Compliance  with  the  notices  were  effected  without  re- 
course to  statutory  action  in  all  cases. 
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OUTWORKERS  PREMISES. 

One  notification  was  received  regarding  premises  used  by  out- 
workers. This  was  in  connection  with  a female  worker  employed 
in  the  manufacture  of  furniture  trimmJngs.  On  inspection  the 
premises  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  in  all  respects. 

RAG  FLOCK  ACTS. 

There  are  no  premises  in  the  District  requiring  attention  under 
these  Acts. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Atmospheric  Pollution  gives  little  cause  for  concern  in  this 
Area  and  no  complaints  were  received  by  the  department  during 
the  year  and  in  no  case  was  any  nuisance  observed  under  this 
heading. 


PUBLIC  VEHICLES. 

No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year  in  respect  of  filthy 
or  verminous  public  vehicles  and  as  reported  in  previous  years 
it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  several  operators  spray  their  vehicles 
with  D.D.T.  at  frequent  intervals.  During  the  time  of  the  polio 
epidemic  all  bus  and  taxi  proprietors  operating  within  the  Area 
were  requested  to  pay  particular  attention  to  maintaining  adequate 
ventilation  of  their  vehicles,  to  prevent  overcrowding  and  to  spray 
same  with  suitable  disinfectant  as  frequently  as  possible.  The 
majority  of  these  operators  intimated  their  willingness  to  co-operate 
in  this  respect. 


CANAL  BOATS. 

No  canal  boats  are  registered  with  this  Authority  and  no 
action  was  necessary. 

FILTHY  AND  VERMINOUS  PREMISES. 

5 houses  were  disinfested  during  the  year.  In  one  case  action 
was  taken  on  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  under  Section 
83  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  In  this  case  the  work  was 
carried  out  by  your  workmen  aufl  it  was  necessary  to  apply  for  a 
warrant  to  force  an  entry  into  the  premises.  The  expenses  incurred 
in  carrying  out  this  work  w'ere  recovered  from  the  occupier  of  the 
premises  concerned. 
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SCHOOLS. 


The  condition  of  the  schools  in  the  area  are,  with  few  excep- 
tions, much  the  same  as  reported  in  previous  years.  Here  again 
the  conversion  of  existing  sanitary  arrangements  to  water- 
carriage  continues  to  be  slow.  The  teaching  of  personal  hygiene, 
admittedly  primarily  a parental  responsibility,  should  be  further 
impressed  upon  the  children  at  school,  and  I think  that  the  pro- 
vision of  proper  and  adequate  sanilary  accommodation  in  schools 
can  be  considered  essential  to  the  proper  education  of  children. 
It  is  my  considered  opinion  that  in  many  instances  the  reluctance 
or  inability  owing  to  the  lack  of  funds,  of  school  managers  to 
spend  money  on  improvements,  contributes  to  this  problem. 

During  the  summer  vacation,  14  schools,  together  with  other 
public  buildings,  were  disinfected  and  sprayed  with  D.D.T.,  as  a 
polio  preventive  measure.  The  Councihs  decision  to  purchase  a 
cesspool  emptying  machine  should  provide  a welcome  service  in 
the  cleansing  of  school  sanitary  arrangements. 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 


The  number  of  moveable  dwellings  in  the  Area  at  the  end 
of  the  year  had  increased  to  18.  The  majority  of  these  dwellings 
are  of  a proprietary  type  and  are  no  doubt  providing  reasonable 
accommodation  for  the  occupants.  Little  trouble  has  been  ex- 
perienced in  respect  of  these  sites,  mostly  individual  ones,  and  the 
Council  have  been  satisfied  in  respect  of  the  sanitary  arrangements 
and  provision  of  water  supply  etc.  before  granting  the  necessary 
licences. 

In  the  case  of  Cranwell,  however,  and  in  view  of  the  number 
of  applications  likely  to  be  received  from  service  personnel  pur- 
chasing such  caravans  it  would  be  advantageous  to  provide  a 
properly  managed  publicly  owned  caravan  site.  The  majority 
of  these  people  are  only  residing  in  such  dwellings  since  the 
acquisition  of  other  suitable  accommodation  is  not  available  to 
them,  and  if  we  are  not  in  a position  to  supply  them  with  a 
house,  surely  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  supply  them  with  a suitable 
site. 
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MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

The  meat  supply  of  the  Rural  Area  comes  from  the  central 
distribution  depot  which  is  situate  in  the  Sleaford  Urban  District 
and  all  meat  is  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  Urban 
District  before  being  delivered  into  the  Rural  Area. 

Although  some  improvement  in  the  delivery  of  meat  locally 
has  been  noticeable  and  the  persons  engaged  on  this  work  now 
wear  protective  clothing,  there  is  no  doubt  that  bad  handling 
frequently  does  take  place  in  transportation  before  arrival  at  the 
central  depot  at  Sleaford. 

Frequent  visits  have  been  paid  to  butchers’  shops  and  vans 
in  the  area  and  generally  no  serious  complaints  could  be  made  in 
respect  of  these  premises. 

Food  distributors  and  retailers  throughout  the  district  continue 
to  co-operate  with  the  department  in  respect  of  unsound  foods 
and  they  generally  do  not  hesitate  to  request  that  doubtful  articles 
be  inspected. 

The  quantity  of  such  tinned  food  voluntarily  surrendered  and 
disposed  of  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938,  during  tha  year  shows  a substantial  decrease 
over  the  last  few  years,  and  this  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  fact 
that  there  has  been  a rapid  falling  off  in  the  amount  of  recondi- 
tioned and  old  stock  delivered  into  the  district. 

There  is,  however,  some  room  for  improvement  in  connection 
with  the  handling,  storage,  manufacture  and  distribution  of  food, 
and  particular  attention  should  be  directed  towards  the  provision 
of  a sufficient  and  constant  supply  of  clean  water,  both  hot  and 
cold,  together  with,  adequate  soap  and  towels  for  the  use  of 
persons  employed  in  such  premises. 

The  display  of  notices  instructing  employees  to  wash  their 
hands  after  using  the  toilet  is  all  very  well,  but  with  the  tendency 
of  some  workers  to  become  indifferent  and  less  conscientious  in 
their  work,  a constant  vigil  must  need  to  be  kept  to  ensure  that 
these  instructions  are  carried  out. 

Smoking  by  employees  engaged  in  the  food  trade  is  an 
objectionable  practice  but  necessarily  a difficult  one  to  prohibit. 
Bvelaws  should  be  made  in  this  rcqK'cl  and  the  onus  of  complying 
with  same  should  be  placed  upon  the  employee  rather  than  upon 
the  employer. 
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Byelaws  under  Section  15  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938, 
for  securing  the  observance  of  Sanitary  and  Cleanly  Conditions 
and  Practices  in  connection  with  the  Handling,  Wrapping  and 
Delivery  of  Food  and  Sale  of  Food  in  the  Open  Air  were  made 
by  the  Council  in  April  and  these  Byelaws  were  confirmed  by  the 
Minister  of  Food  in  June  and  came  into  operation  on  the  17th 
July,  1950. 


It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  were 
notified  to  this  Authority  during  the  year.

Several  Mobile  Fish  and  Chip  vans  have  operated  in  the 
district  during  the  year  and  it  is  unfortunate  that  legislation  to 
deal  with  them  is  inadequate. 


PUBLIC  HOUSES,  RESTAURANT  AND  CATERING 
ESTABLISHMENTS 


All  licensed  premises  have  been  inspected  in  the  aiea  and  in 
numerous  instances,  new  or  improved  sanitary  accommodation  has 
been  requested  and  the  necessary  work  carried  out.  There  is,  how- 
ever, a good  deal  more  to  do  in  this  respect  in  the  future,  especially 
with  regard  to  the  provision  of  adequate  facilities  for  the  washing 
and  rinsing  of  glasses  etc.  Here  again  there  is  difhculty  in  provid- 
ing modern  sanitary  facilities  owing  to  the  inadequate  sewerage, 
but  in  several  instances  the  owners  have  agreed  to  instal  a septic 
tank  system  of  disposal.  Improvements  were  carried  out  at  three 
catering  establishments  during  the  year  and  in  a further  case  plans 
and  proposals  had  been  submitted  to  this-  Council  for  approval. 
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ICE  CREAM

Frequent  visits  during  the  year  were  made  to  the  four  manu- 
facturers of  ice  cream  in  the  area  and  also  to  the  shops  retailing 
this  commodity.  The  majority  of  the  retailers  sell  only  pre-packed 
ice  cream,  manufactured  outside  this  Council's  area.  All  have  a 
suitable  type  of  conservator  and  little  trouble  was  experienced  with 
these  vendors  during  the  year. 


All  the  manufacturers  were  using  a complete  cold  mix  powder; 
these  premises  were  frequently  inspected  and  all  operations  were 
regularl}^  scrutinised.  Conditions,  generally,  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory  and  complaints  could  not  be  made  regarding  the 
equipment  or  the  premises  of  these  manufacturers  although  a little 
more  care  in  the  handling  and  sterilisation  of  equipment  would,  I 
am  sure,  result  in  consistently  satisfactory  reports. 


The  inspection  of  mobile  ice  cream  vans  can  be  reported  as 
being  satisfactory  with  one  exception.  Representations  made 
to  the  owners  resulted  in  this  vehicle  being  diverted  from  service 
in  this  Council's  area. 


The  manufacturers  and  retailers  concerned  have  been  notified 
of  the  results  of  samples  taken  and  in  the  case  of  producers  outside 
the  District  who  retail  in  the  District  themselves  and  through  their 
agents,  copies  of  the  Bacteriologist's  reports  have  been  sent  to  the 
Sanitary  Officers  of  the  districts  in  which  the  ice  cream  was  manu- 
factured. 


MILK  AND  DAIRIES. 

The  majority  of  duties  formerly  the  responsibility  of  the  Local 
Authority  under  this  heading  were  taken  over  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  in  October,  1949.  The  primaiy  duty  of 
the  Local  Authority  now  remains  tlie  registration  and  supervision 
of  (Jistributors  and  dairies  other  than  dairy  farms.  23  inspections 
were  made  of  these  establishments  during  the  year  and  several 
improvements  were  carried  out. 
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Samples  are  taken  regularly  from  distributors  and  the  follow- 
ing table  shows  the  results  for  the  year: —

In  the  reports  on  Helpringliam  and  Scredington  supplies  the  Public  Analyst  stated:  “This  water  was  turbid  due  to  brown  oxide  of 

* mi-  1 Z ^ V»ii4-  4/^  Vkl  r\ 
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Occupiers  of  houses  using  bacteriologically  unsatisfactory 
water  supplies  were  advised  to  boil  same  before  using  for  human 
consumption  and  domestic  use. 

Owing  to  the  grossly  polluted  private  supplies  in  the  parishes 
of  Cranwell  and  Brauncewell,  the  Council  continued  to  cart  water 
in  tanks  to  these  areas.  For  a period  of  several  weeks  it  was  also 
necessary  to  transport  water  to  the  Newton  Bar  and  Wilsford  areas 
owing  to  the  inadequate  water  supply  available  from  the  public 
supplies. 

A new  bore -hole  was  sunk  at  Evedon  and  an  automatic 
electrical  pumping  plant  installed,  which  together  with  new  mains 
laid  in  the  village  of  Ewerby  as  part  of  the  Regional  Scheme, 
considerably  improved  the  supply  in  this  area. 

As  a result  of  the  deterioration  in  the  bacterial  quality  of  the 
water  at  Wilsford  it  was  decided  to  install  a chlorinator  to  this 
supply.  The  Cranwell  water  supply  scheme  was  commenced  to- 
wards the  end  of  the  year.

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HOUSING. 


The  post-war  housing  problem  in  this  rural  area  is  still  very 
acute.  There  is  a long  waiting  list  of  applicants  for  Council 
Houses,  and  countless  young  families  are  living  in  sub -standard 
dwellings  and  with  in-laws  under  conditions  which  impose  a severe 
mental,  physical  and  moral  strain  upon  them.  This  acute  shortage 
of  houses  in  the  rural  district  is  a matter  of  grave  concern  to  the 
Council  and  its  officials  and  it  is  a question  which  is  constantly 
receiving  their  attention,  and  they  are  progressing  as  speedily  as 
circumstances  will  allow.

In  addition  5 houses  in  course  of  erection  were  completed  by 
private  individuals  who  were  fortunate  in  being  allocated  the  neces- 
sary licences.

In  addition  99  bormer  R.A.F.  Hutments  have  been  converted 
by  the  Council  into  temporary  dwellings. 

The  absence  of  comprehensive  sewerage,  sewage  disposal  and 
water  supply  schemes  and  the  variations  in  character  between  the 
semi -urban  and  sparsely  populated  parts  of  the  rural  area,  result 
in  housing  problems  being  frequently  more  difficult  in  rural 
districts  than  in  urban  areas,  particularly  with  regard  to  existing 
housing  standards,  which  continue  to  deteriorate  rapidly.  The 
high  cost  of  building  repairs  coupled  with  the  low  rentals  prevail- 
ing in  rural  districts  makes  reconditioning  at  reasonable  expense, 
impossible.  A heavy  financial  burden  is  imposed  on  owners  of  such 
properties,  many  of  whom  cannot  afford  to  carry  out  their  obliga- 
tions in  maintaining  their  property  in  a reasonable  condition.  The 
rcsponsibilties  of  Local  Authorities  under  the  Housing  Act,  1936, 
arc  clearly  defined  but  the  question  of  "reasonable  expense"  and 
the  limited  financial  allowance  for  building  licences  are  unsur- 
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mountable  obstacles  towards  progress  in  this  direction  under 
existing  legislation,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  properties  now 
capable  of  being  reconditioned  will  deteriorate  rapidly,  the  result 
being  that  the  making  of  demolition  orders  will  require  considera- 
tion. 


Under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  the  Local 
Authority  may  acquire  and  recondition  with  grant  aid,  dwellings 
as  mentioned  above,  provided  they  are  satisfied  that  the  dwellings 
will  provide  safisfactory  accommodation  for  at  least  thirty  years, 
but  here  again,  licensing  difficulties  are  an  obstacle  to  speedy 
progress.  In  the  case  of  two  houses  in  which  the  owner  could  not 
afford  to  carry  out  the  necessary"  repairs  and  in  compliance  with  a 
notice  served  upon  him,  the  Council  were  negotiating  for  their 
acquisition. 

Applications  for  Improvement  Grants  by  private  persons  have 
been  few  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  conditions  in  respect  of 
these  grants  are  generally  not  acceptable. 

Improvement  grants  are  not  available  in  respect  of  "tied” 
cottages  unless  the  tenancy  is  freed,  and  in  my  opinion  very  few 
landowners  will  avail  themselves  of  these  grants  unless  this  restric- 
tion is  removed.  There  is  no  doubt  that  many  agricultural  cottages 
are  sadty  in  need  of  improvement.

There  are  many  houses  occupied  at  the  present  time  which 
were  the  subject  of  Demolition  Orders  before  the  last  war  and 
there  seems  little  hope  of  rehousing  the  unfortunate  occupants 
who  in  many  cases  are  elderly  persons  who  cannot  afford  the 
high  present  day  rentals  of  Council  Houses,  dhere  is  obviously 
a need  for  additional  old  people’s  bungalows  in  the  area,  but 
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whilst  such  limited  units  of  accommodation  as  would  be  required 
for  these  people  are  considered  to  be  the  same  as  normal  housing 
accommodation  so  far  as  the  numbers  that  can  be  built  are  con- 
cerned, it  is  obvious  that  the  Council  should  continue  building  for 
the  greater  numbers  to  be  accommodated. 

The  information  derived  from  the  Rural  Housing  Survey  con- 
tinues to  reveal  the  low  level  of  housing  standards  prevailing
